Chicago, is a son of Justice Harlan, o' 
the supreme court of the United States, 
and has a blunt way of putting things 
that fully meets the case of the mu- 
nicipal jobbers. 
After stigmatizing 


the "typical leading oitizensj" and 
naming them, who are in these corpor 
ations, as robbers and anarchists, he 
declared the reason Ohiuago lags back 
of other cities in the' recovery • of ita 
business is that they have tied up the 
capital of the city—the deposits of 
their banks—in risky corporations, arid 
were now trying to get this money back 
by jobbing legislation at Springfield 
that would float their stocks and bonds.. 
The statement made in this connection 
by Mr. Harlan: were of a striking char- 
acter. Among the names he men- 
tioned as more or less connected with 
these 
financial 
and legislative in 


trignes were Secretary Gage, Gates, 
the president of the Illinois Steal com- 
pany, Robert T. Lincoln, Allerton and 
others of Chicago's-financial magnates. 
This extract indicates the temper of 
Mr. Harlan's address: 


I say to you the reason why these 


bankers do not come put" and fulfill 
the role of leading citizens is because 
they want this railway legislation in 
order to make good the margin on their 
over-loans, 
We look behind the cor- 


porations and see the men who are re- 
sponsible for the actions of the corpor- 
ations. 
The leading citizen, if he is 


allowed to lead this city,' will lead it 
straight to perdition; the typical lead- 
ing oitizou is a delusion and a snare; 
the typical leading citizen is an an- 
archist at heart. 
The typical leading 


citizen knows no law but the law of 
his own will. The typical leading citi- 
zen wonld deface and degrade the law 
by doing tinder the form and protection 
of law that whioh strikes a tilling 
blow at the vitals of the community. 


We have no knowledge of the merits 


of the questions raised by Mr. Harlan. 
He is after men who poso as good citi- 
zens and yet are controlling spirits in 
the corporations that are buying state 
legislation and plundering the city of 
valuable franchises. 
They have their 


consciences outside the door and sink 
their identity whun they go into a board 
meeting. 
In one capacity, 
as Mr. 


Harlan says, they are typical leading 
citizens, and in another typical leading 
pirates.—Pittsbnrg Post.

A scientist has discovered that light 


may bo produced from sugar. He has 
succeeded iu taking several photographs 
by the light supplied by sugar only. 
The sugar was first exposed to a direct 
sunlight for two hours and then placed 
in a dark room. Immediately on being 
placed in the darkness the sunlight 
stored in the.sugar began to glow, faint- 
ly at first, but quite brightly after a fe\v 
minutes. After about 20 minutes, dur- 
ing -which time the phorographs were 
taken, the light leg an to die away and 
gradually went out. The photographs 
taken by sugar light are qnita distinct, 
though not as clear as an ordinary pho- 
tograph. 
The scientist who made this 


discovery declares that by exposing a 
sack of sugar to strong sunlight for two 
hours enough light could be procured 
from it to illumine a small house for 
the same period.—London Tit-Bita.

BTOEMY OPPOSITION OB.OPS OUT. 


to HI* Mcsiage Accompanying the Treaty 


Frcildent McKinley Shows That the 
United States and the Midocean Coun- 
try Have Yearly Become More Closely 
Bound to Each Other. 
Washington, June 17.—The treaty 


lor the annexation ot. the Hawaiian 
islands reached the senate chamber at 
5 p. m. The senate at once went into 
executive session and as soon as the 
doors were closed the message of Pres- 
ident McKinley accompanying 
the 


treaty and the treaty itself were read 
to the senate. 


They were attentively listened to. In 


^orie part of the chamber there was a 
jfroup of senators who will bitterly op- 
pose the ratification of 
the treaty. 


Among them were Senators 
Gray, 


Mills, Pasco, White, Caffery, Pettigrew 
and McBnery. 


As soon as the reading of the docu- 


ments was completed. Senator ''Davis, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, moved that the message and 
treaty be m'ade public. 


Senator Gray objected to a vote on 


the motion, and under the rules, a sin- 
gle objection carried the motion- over. 


Senator Davis gave notice that at the 


next executive session he would press 
the motion for publication as all the 
essential facts and almost 
verbatim 


copy of the .treaty had been published 
In the press of the country. 


The message of the 
president was 


not a very long document. It dealt 
with 'historical facts concerning 
the 


Island and showed 
that the 
United 


States and Hawaii yearly grow more 
closely bound to each other. .This was 
not really annexation, he sai'd, but a 
continuation of existing relations with 
closer bonds between people closely re- 
lated 
by blood and kindred. Since 


1820, said the president, the predomi- 
nance of the United States had been 
known. 


The president called attention to the 


fact-that a legitimate and existing 
government of Hawaii offered to annex 
the islands to the United States in 
1851, but on account of *rhat 
was 


fleemed best policy the annexation was 
not accepted y this country. He stated 
that the United States virtually exer- 
cised; a protectorate over the islands 
since the first American mission and 
guaranteed the autonomy of the 
gov- 


ernments of the group. 


1 
The islands had been largely settled 


by our own people and our people were 
now interested in them. American in- 
terests 
predominated 
and we had 


grown to consider them under our pro- 
tection. The present treaty was in the 
light of a consummation of what had 
practically been in existence for years. 


Referring to the 
treaty negotiated 


under the Harrison administration, 
President McKinley said that the fail- 
ure to accept the proffer of annexation 
in 1S93 while not a subject of congrat- 
ulation, was not wholly without its 
value as it had demonstrated that tho 
exlBting government could 
maintain 


itself, and no question could be raised 
of the authority of the present govern- 
ment to negotiate the present treaty or 
of its right to yield the sovereignty of 
the islands.

He 
was made captnlu nnd served till 18(54 In 
Virginia, South Carolina and the District of 
Columbia. 
>He was judge advocate general of the de- 
partment of the south, provost marshal gen- 
eral and chief of the start of General Gil- 
more. 


He was breveted brigadier general for 


gallantry in action. After the war he was 
military governor of the city of Charleston 
and later of Savannah. He resigned hla 
commission Aug. 22, 1S05, and resumed hla 
law. practice.
